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A POTENT AGENCY IN 
FOUNDATION BUILDING 


Rev. W. T. Stackhouse, Superintend- 
ent of Baptist Missions, Outlines 
the Work Accomplished in 84 
Years, and the Work to be Done— 
An Interesting Address. 


Rev, W. T. Stackhouse, of Winni- 
peg, superintendent of Baptist mis- 
sions in the west, occupied the pulpit 
in the First Baptist church last even- 
ing. He occupied fiity-five minutes in 
placing before his audience the facts 
concerning the work of the home mis- 
sion department of the Baptist denom. 
ination. Much of the information he 
ave wag statistical in character, but 
1¢ held the close attention of his 
iearers throughout. Rev. Mr. Stack- 
house is a forceful speaker. It is gen- 
erally conceded he is the right man in 
the right place. His appeal for con- 
tributions to the fund designed to ex- 
tend the Baptist chureh end of the 
mission work in the west met a gen- 
erous response, A strong argument. 
Advanced by the speaker was the 
statement to the effect that no more 
potent agenoy existed in the unifica- 
tion and assimilation of the various 
peoples floodiing into Canada than 
the Christian church. The church, he 
declared, was pernaps the greatest 
factor in the buildine of the founda- 
tions of the nation. 

The text of Rev. Mr. Stackhouse’s 
theme was taken from Nehemiah, 4, 
19: “The work is great and large.”” He 
drew the analogy between the pro- 
phet’s undertaking and the work be- 
fore the Christian church today. 

Nehemiah’s re-erection of the walls 
around Jerusalem was a splendid 
work, crowned by a splendid success. 
The undeilying principles to success 
were the same in Nehemiah’s time 
as today. An analysis of this showed 
three ,outstanding features: The in- 
spiration of the memory ot the work 
accomplished; the inspiration derived 
jrom the magnitude of the work con- 
fronting the workers, and the inspir- 
ing of the people with a willingness to 
work. 

“Our work greater than Nehe- 
miah’s,”’ said the speaker, It is 
greater because he was building walls 
around a nation; we are building a 
nation. He was building walls of mas- 
onry around Jerusalem; we are plae- 
ing walls of missions around the coun- 
try. We have no sword with which 
to defend the nation, other than the 
mighty sword of the spirit, and there 
are no ashes of past failures behind 
as’ f. 

Tribute to Pioneer Missionary. 

In dealing with the first topic of 
his theme: that of,the inspiration of 
the things accomplished, Mr. Stack 
house veferred feelingly to the work 
instituted by Rev. Alex. McDonald, 
the pioneer Baptist church misisonary 
in the west, who was at one time pas- 
tor of the Edmonton chureh, the 
Stratheona chureh and who now 
pastor of the Ledue Baptist church. 

“That hair which was once dark 
and is now grey; that voice which 
was once resonant and is now husky; 
that step which was once steady and 
strong and is now hesitant, the Rey. 
Alex. MeDonald, who will soon be 
called to his eternal home, will leave

the memory of a great work behind 
him.’’ This was the tribute af re- 
spect and veneration paid by Mr. 


Stackhouse to the sturdy pioneer. 

Continuing the superintendent out- 
lined the development of the work oj 
the Baptist church in the 34 years 
since Rev, Mr, MeDonald established 
a church in Winnipeg with seven 
members. 

There is now a great conference ex- 
tending trom Keewatin to Victoria, 
with schools at Brandon’ and Stummer- 
land—the latter established a year 
ago—having 250 and 60 students, re- 
spectively, in attendance, In 34 years 
the number of churches has increased 
to 186, with 10,000 members and 30,- 
000 adherents. The numer of Sun- 
day schools is 190, with 3,580 scholars. 
There are now 160 ordained pastors 
and 500 preaching stations; 21 German 
Baptist churches, 17 Scandinavian, 2 
Ruasian and a Galician have been es- 
tablished. Work has also been car- 
ried on among the Indians, Hungari- 
ans and leelanders. 

“We have done something,” said 
the superintendent, “and the nation 
will some day appreciate the potent 
agency we have been in shaping the 
destiny of the nation.” 

In two years 41 churches have been 
organized, 85 new church edifices er- 
ected and 100 new preaching stations 
opened. Twelve hundred haye been 
baptized and over 2,000 members add- 
ed to the various congregations. The 
conversions have numbered 2,500 

“J have given something of the his- 
toric side of the work,” said the 
speaker, “and who of us can see these 
things without recognizing the value 
of the work done. I look upon it as 
prophetic, What may we not achieve 
since we have done so great a work 
witle so few workers.” 

Magnitude of the Work. 

The magnitude of the work before 
the Baptist church in the west was 
the next point dealt with by the su- 
perintendent, who eaid he considered 
it the heart of his subject. He pro- 


sented it from the viewpoint of Its 
relation to the laying of the .ound: 
tions of the nation. 

“We are today laying the founda 
tions of a nation” he said. “Tt the 
nation’s foundation is to be wisely 


laid it must be in God, Its corridors 
must be filled with national havnony, 
There must be national cohesion, and 


national adhesion without regard to 
cole, creed, hereditary or acquired 
tendencies, The territory is first to 
be considered. England, which main- 
tains 32 millions, is but one-eighth 
the size of our territory in this con- 
ference, and India, with its 300 mil- 
lions, is mo larger. There will be 


three millions in the west within the 
next ten years, and J, J. Hill, the rail- 
way builder, is authority for the state- 
ment that shere will be 30 millions in 
Canada in the next filty years, The 
people are coming to us, and the 
country will need our help in laying 
the national foundation, The chureh 
hos a great work before it in cement 
ing the various peoples from Europe

Dealing with the need and opper- 
tunity of the work Mr, Stackhouse 
asked the pointed question: Has the 
aptist ehurch done all that is to be 
done; has it discharged its responsi- 
bilities? There were 200,000 new 
people who came into the west last 


year. Of this number the | Baptist 
church should take care of 35,000, or 
one-sixth of the  inerease. That 


meant the establishment of 70 congre- 
gations of 500 members each. 

There were openings for miesion 
work, he said in 500 places along the 
Cc. N.R, CG. PR. and G, 7. P. lines 
of railway and in the fishing, lumber 
and mining camps of British Colum- 
bia, There were 191 incorporated 
towns in this province, 144 of which 
were without an established Baptist 
cause, The need of greater effort was 
pronounced.

OF GRADUATE NURSES. 


Everywhere the spirit of the age is 
marked bt organization, not only in 
the laboring classes, but in the com- 
mercial and professional as well. 
There are colleges of physicians, s0- 
cieties of architects, artists 4 
tions, press clubs and others—and all 
are but so many evidences of the need 
of universal organization in an age 
that grows yearly more strongly com- 
petitive. 

In Edmonton the latest association 
to be formed is one of graduate nurses 
similar to that in existence in all the 
larger cities of the east, Ite aims are 
exactly thoze of the organizations pre- 
viously mentioned—to foster an esprit 
de corps, asense of loyalty to the pro- 
fession, and its members, to benefit 
the members by social communica- 
tion with each other and interchange 
ot ideas; finally to protect the protes- 
sion of nursing and those who practise 
it, This last end will be reached by 
the distinction drawn between those 
trained and qualified for the respon- 
sible duties of a nurse, and those who 
have received haphagard training or 
others who make unfounded claim to 
the dignity and rights of a nurse.

jt is but fair that the profession 
should be recognized here as it is in 
the east in the light of a eister-pro- 
fession with medicine, and that the 
woman who has gone through an ar- 
duours training of three years to fit 
herself for this profession should re- 
ceive the recognitton due her, if she 
practice with the conscientiousness 
and dignity of the professional tradi- 
tions absorbed by her during her 
course of training, No other protes- 
sion opened in modern times to wo-

Any even numbered section of Do- 
minion Lands in Manitoba or the North- 
West Provinces exceptping 8 and 26, not 
reserved, may be home-steaded by any 
person the sole head of a family, or mule 
over 18 years of age, to the extent of ono- 
quarter section, of 160 acres, more or 
loss, 

Application for homestead entry must 
be made in person by the applicant at 
a Dominion Land Ageney or sub ageney 
entry by proxy may, however, be made 
at any agency on certain con- 
ditions by the father, mother, son, 
daughtor, brother or sister of an intend- 
ing homesteader, 

An application for entry or cancella-

(®) Tf the father (or mether, if the the 
father is deceased) of a homesteader haa 
permanent residence on farming  lanc 
owned solely by him, not lesa than eighty 
(80) acres in extent, in the vicinity of 
the homestead or upon a homestead en 
tered for by him in the vicinity, such 
homesteader may perform his own resi- 
dence duties by living with the father 
for other), 

(4) she term “vicinity” in the two 
preceding ,aragraphe is defined as mean- 
ing not more than nine miles in a dinect 
line, exclusive of the width of road al- 
lowances crossed in che measurement. 

(5) A homesteader intending to per- 
form his residence duties in accordance 
with the above while living with parents 
or on farming land owned by himself 
must notify the Agent for the district 
of such intention, 

Before making application for patent 
the settler must give six months’ notice 
in writing to the Commissioner of Dorwr- 
inion Lands at Ottawa, of his intention 
to do #0.
